In spite of the fact that sales-_ 
men and organisers in the 54 
sural units are laboring under ex- 
tremely difficult conditions due 
to drifted roads, citizens of North- 
ern Alberta have subscribed to 
Victory Bonds amounting to 93 
per cent of the allotted quota of 
$5,720,000, it was reported here 
Tuesday. 
Returns for the first seven days 
of the 18-day campaign indicate 
that 11,935 persons have purchased 
$5,316,850 worth of bonds. 
, Rural residents have subscribed 
$838,550 worth to reach 51.6 per cent 
of their minimum quota while Ed- 
monton has purchased $4,478,300 
worth which is 109.2 per cent of the 
minimum objective. 

Big feature of the drive to date is 
the showing made by employees of 
Aircraft Repairs Limited, where 
1,007 of the 1,100 employees have 
subscribed $73,550 to date. 

This figure is 184 per cent of the 
$40,000 objective and is hailed by 
campaign officials as an outstand- 
ing contribution in view of the fact 
the employees are already con- 
tributing considerably to the war 
effort both physically and financi- 
ally.

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‘Soviets Move 


On Smolensk 
In New Drive 


MOSCOW, Feb. 24—(AP)—Red 
army troops have occupied Doro- 
gobush, on the Dnieper river only 
80 miles from Smolensk, in a vio- 
lent central front attack launched 
at dawn yesterday sfter hours of 
artiliery preparation, Soviet au- 
thorities sald today. 

Massed infantrymen, led by 
tanks, supported by field guns and 
covered by planes, headed in force 
toward Smolensk, a key German 
base 230 miles west of Moscow, to 
capitalize on conquests a month 
earlier in the Mozhaisk sector at 
their rear and on correlated pin- 
cer actions, 

Without identifying the sectors, 
the Soviet information bureau said 
one Russian unit had repelled five 
fierce counter attacks and killed 
more than 500 Germans, that Red 
army infantry and cavalry had co- 
operated to reoccupy 10 settlements 
and annihilated more than 2,500 in- 
vaders, 

Capture of Durogobuzh placed the 
Russians half-way between the 
German base at Vyazma, presum- 
ably by-passed, and Smolensk, and 
gave them possession of the termin- 
us of a branch railway line connect- 
ing with the main Moscow-Smo- 
Jensk railway 15 miles to the north.

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(CP)—The United Nations | 


are slowly gaining strength and soon will be in a position to 
take the offensive, President Roosevelt declared last night in 
a fireside chat broadcast to the American people and many 


parts of the world. 


In a half-hour speech in which he traced the com- 
plexities and difficulties of fighting a war on a world-wide 
scale, the president said the first job of the United Nations 
is to build up production to “maintain control of the sea 
and attain control of the air—not merely a slight super- 
jority but an overwhelming superiority.” 


As far as the United States is 


concerned, he said he had been 
assured that his program of war- 
time production objectives, as set 
two months ago, would be attain- 
ed. This program called for 185,000 
planes, 120,000 tanks, 55,000 anti- 
aircraft guns and 18,000,000 tons of 
shipping in 10942 and 1943. 

Among hig millions of listeners 
were Washington birthday diners 
at about 60 Democratic party gath- 
erings throughout the country. 
These are the gatherings which are 
usually held on Jackson Day early 
in January, but were postponed 
this year. 

The president struck 
rumors and reports of

189. Men.Lose 
Lives As Ships 
Blown Aground 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
(BUP)—The navy announced to- 
day that at feast 180 officers and 
men died when the destroyer 
Truxton and the naval cargo ship 
Pollux were blown aground off 
the east coast of New Foundland 
in a pounding North Atlantic gale, 
and smashed against the rocky 
coast. 

Lieut. Commander Ralph Hickox, 
38. commanding officer of the Trux- 
tun—a flush deck, four-stacker of 
World War construction—was lost. 
The skipper of the Pollux, a con- 
verted merchant man less than two 
yeurs old, was saved. The navy did 
not disclose his name. 

PART OF CONVOY 


The two ships were part of a con- 
voy, the navy said, and were blown 
aground by winds in excess of 60 
miles an hour during daytime hours 
but in “extremely low visibility.”

Churchill Declares 
Final Victory Might 
Come Unexpectedly 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—(CP)—Prime Minister Churchill 
told the House of Commons today that Japan rules the air 
and is exercising a temporary and “waning command of the 
sea” in the area of her operations, but he predicted a final 
victory, which he said might come unexpectedly, over the 


Axis. 


The Japanese also are employing numerically superior 
land forces of about 26 divisions—probably 390,000 com- 
bat troops and 100,000 additional men in supply and 
auxiliary forces—in the ABDA (American, British, Dutch, 
Australia) area, he added, and their command of the air 
“makes it costly and difficult for our air reinforcements 
to establish themselves and secure dominance.” 


Efforts to reinforce the area are ** 


further complicated by Britain's 
“very heavy” shipping losses since 
1939, losses which he admitted had 


shown a most serious increase in the 
last two months. 


“WHOLE ARMY LOST” 

The Prime Minister disclosed that 
“a whole army” was lost at Singa- 
pore. “Seventy-three thousand... 
are stated by the enemy to be pris- 
oners of war,” he said. “Certainly 
larger numbers than that were in 
the fortress at the time.” 

He disclosed that 40.000 rein- 
fercements, calling in nine con- 
voys, had reached Singspore to 
take part in the final phases of 
the campaign. He sald Singapore 
was essentially a naval base, its 
security depending on sea sup- 
remacy, fortified by command of 
the air.

Half-Way Mark 
Now Passed In 
Victory Loan 


OTTAWA, Feb. 24—(CP)—Can- 
ada's second $600,000,000 Victory 
Loan campaign bounded past the 
half-way mark at the close of 
business yerterday, the Victory 
Loan Committee announced today. 
Subscriptions yesterday totalled 

$55,661,600—the biggest single day's 
business since the campaign opened 
Feb. 16—and brought cumulative to- 
tal to date to $310,810,750, 

The total was swelled by the 
largest subscription so far--$20,000,- 
000 from the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company of Ottawa. 

G. W. Spinney, chairman of the 
National War Finance Committee, 
said this large subscription “gives 
all loan workers great encourage- 
ment” 

“T should like to add that not only 
are the large institutions supporting 
the loan, but the small subscriber 
and particularly the worker, — is 
evidencing a real interest,” he said. 
“Yesterday's returns included 17,- 
861 workers in factories and busi- 
ness houses, who subscribed a to- 
tal of $1,818,200. 


Re-Hearing Of 
Tobacco Ruling 
Now Requested 


CALGARY, Feb. 24—(CP)— 
The same four judges of the Al- 
berta appeal court who recently 
decided unanimously to allow the 
appeal of tobacco firms and job- 
bers from convictions under the 
Combines Act and thereby cancel 
fines payable the Alberta govern- 
ment totalling more than $220,000 
were asked by the government to 
re-hear argument on the appeal 
today. 

Chief Justice Horace Harvey an- 
nounced that in view of the im- 
portance of the points raised by H. 
Wilson, K.C., counsel for the at- 
torney general of Alberta, and by 
Lionel Forsyth, K.C., of Montreal, 
counsel for the Imperial Tobacco 
company, the court would hand 
dawn a written judgment on the 
application for re-hearing of argu- 
ment, 

Judges who allowed the appeal 

were Mr. Justice Frank Ford, Mr. 
Justice H. W. Lunney and Mr. Jus- 
tice Ewing. Mr. Justice A. H. 
Clarke, who heard al] the argument 
on the appeal, died without writing 
a. judgment. 
Mr. Forsyth claimed ‘g:e re-hearing 
of argument by the four judges was 
“futile effort,” All the Alberta 
attorney general's department 
wanted, he said, was to try and 
convince one of the judges to give 
a dissenting judgment so that the 
Alberta government could carry 
the appeal to the supreme court of 
Canada. 

Generally, in regard to criminal 
matters, no appeal can be taken tu 
the Supreme Court of Canada from 
the Alberta Appeal court when 
there is an unanimous judgment.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24. 
— (AP) — The United 
States war department an- 
nounced today that army 
and navy aircraft and sur- 
face vessels have started a 
search for the enemy sub- 


marine which shelled the 
Bankline oil refinery near 
Ellwood, Calif., last night. 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif., 
Feb. 24 — (AP) — An enemy 
submarine fired its reply to 
President Roosevelt's war ad- 
dress in the middle of his 
chat last night — 25 shells 
badly aimed toward an oil 
field and refinery near Gol- 
eta, seven miles north of 
here. 

Witnesses said the shells, pre- 
sumably of the shrapnel type, ex- 
ploded large volumes of dirt from 
beaches and pastures, frightened 
horses into screaming madly—but 
hit only one well, The pumping 
plant and derrick of that well 
were damaged. However, no fires 
were started, No one was killed 
or injured. 

It was the first attack upon 
United States soil in this war, al- 
though Japanese submarines off the 
Pacific coast and German submar- 
ines off the Atlantic have sunk 
some ships and damaged others,

The heavy cost which the 
Japanese paid for their land- 
ing on Bali gives a clue to 
the weak spot in their armor 
which is likely to prove their 
undoing in the long war 
which lies ahead.

Thus, as a result of Japan's entry 
into the war, Britain must reckon 
with “an evident prolongation of 
the war"—perhaps until 1943 or 
1944. 

But he announced that he 
shortly would submit a scheme 
for post-war reconstruction be- 
cause “We cannot be sure as in 
the last war that victory may not 
come upon us unexpectedly.” 
Even without sensational victor- 

jes, he suggested a successful con- 
clusion of the war might come for 
the United States through the ef- 
fects of attrition. 

“It would not be necessary even 
to push back the German lines over 
al! the territory they have absorb- 
ed. Germany might be defeated 
Miore fatally in the fourth or fifth 
year of the war than if the Allies 
had marched into Berlin in the first 
year.” 


POSITION IMPROVED 
Anonuncing that Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek has accepted an invita- 
tion to join the Pacific war council, 
a body upon which Britain, the 


Netherlands East Indies, New Zea- 
land and Australia already are rep- 
resented for the purposes of recom- 
mending war strategy, he declared 
that “if we can look forward 
across” the initial setbacks since 
Japan entered the war “we can see 
very clearly that our position has 
been enormously improved not 
only in the last two years but in 
the last few months.” 

He said he had no more news 
of what had happened at Singa- 
pore, upon the fall of which he 
would “not attempt to pass judg- 
ment which would be an wlsea- 
sonable and a very ungracious 
task.” 

Declaring he was satisfied with! 
the present assignments of various 
cabinet members in the reshuffled; 
government and the chiefs of staff, | 
he said he had no_ intention of | 
making further major changes. 
Only a few under-secretaries will 
be shifted, it was indicated. 
EXPRESSES REGRET 

Expressing regret at’ the loss to 
the government of his “colleagues 
who readily placed their resigna- 
tions” in his hands in order to fa- 
cilitate the changes of the past 
week, Mr. Churchill declared: 

“They had, of course, no great- 
er share of responsibility than the 
rest of the administration in the 
disasters which have fallen on us 
in the Far East.” 

He said he was sure the gov- 

- ernment “had achieved a more 
tensely braced and contained 
administration to meet the new 
dangers and difficulties coming 
upon us.” 

Mr. Churchill has shaken up his 
government twice within less than 
a week—first in reducing the size 
of the war cabinet, with the inclu- 
sion of Sir Stafford Cripps, and on 
Sunday by another revision’ in 
which five ministers were dropped 
and Sir James Grigg named war 
minister. 

LYTTLETON RETURNING 

He said Capt, Oliver Lyttleton, | 
newly-named minister of state in 
charge of production in the war 
cabinet, soon would return from) 
Cairo to assume “as his sphere the) 
whole question of production in all 
its aspects.” 

He added that the whole pre- 
vious supply set-up, under which 
Lord Beaverbrook as minister of 
war production was subject to 
certain limitations, was being 
serapped for a new one, 

The new way cabinet setup, he 
asserted, bears “a fairly close re- 
semblance” to that by which David 
Lloyd George successfully directed 
Britain's efforts in the last war.

After predicting a “final victory” 
for the United Nations, he said: 

“The ordeals through which we 
have to pass will be tormenting 
and protracted. But if everyone 
gots on with unrelenting effort 
and resolve and we do not weary 
by the war or fail our allies, we 
have the right to look forward 
across & good many months of 
sorrow and suffering to a happy 
and reasonable prospect—to com- 
plete and final victory.” 

He asserted that, even without 
winning sensational victories, the 
United Nations might win the war. 

“It would not be necessary even 
to push back the German lines over 
all the territory they have absorb- 
ed. Germany might be defeafed 
more fatally in the fourth or fifth 
year of the war than if the Allies 
had marched into Berlin in the first 
year.” 

He said Britain must prepare for 
“an evident prolongation of the war 
through the intervention of Japan,’ 
but he added that preliminary work 
for the post-war period must go 
forward because we cannot be sure 
as in the last war that Victory may 
not come upon us unexpectedly.”

$100,000 Loss 
In Spectacular 


Stettler Fire 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

STETTLER, Feb. 24—Damage 
estimated at $100,000 was reported 
here following the total destruc- 
tion by fire early Tuesday morn- 
ing of the two-storey brick Na- 
tional Hotel and the adjoining 
government liquor vendor's store. 

About 20 hotel guests made their 
escape from the flaming building 
and the majority of them lost 
everything except the clothing 
which they wore. No person was 
injured in the fire, 

The blaze broke out about 4 am. 


HEAP OF RUBBLE 

Only two scarred brick walls and 
a huge heap of smouldering rubble 
and wreckage remained where the 
brick, three-storey hotel had stood, 
a landmark of the town and dis- 
trict. Owned by the Calgary Brew- 
ing and Malting Co. Ltd., the hotel 
was managed by W. H. Calhoun, 
son of J. R. Calhoun, manager of | 
the King Edward hotel in Edmon- 
ton. 

Long a meeting place of com- 
mercial travelers, few travelers 
were in the hotel when fire broke 
out 

Large beer parlor and the liquor 
vendor's store was attached to the 
hotel. Both were gutted by the 
fire. 

Witnesses said the outbreak of 
flames was preceded by an ex- 
plosion. The blast was heard by 
the hotel's night man, who was 
working in the coffee shop at the 
time. He sald flames and smoke 
immediately started to sweep 
through the eas, section of the | 
hotel. The bigst also was heard 
by George urgortroyd, town 
policeman, and several residents. 

Mr. Murgortroyd, who also is head 

of the town's volunteer fire depart- 
ment, collapsed from a heart attack 
during the height of the fire. His 
condition was said to be satisfac- 
tory. 

Rooms occupied by Mr. Calhoun 
and his family were immediateiy 
above the east section where the 
explosion was heard and the fire 
started, The Calhouns were forced 
to flee without any of their belong- 
ings except their night attire, 

Mr. Calhoun,*who returned to the 
hotel from hospital Monday with a 
cast on an ankle fracture, was taken 
out on a stretcher, 

No reason for the explosion was 
known. The hotel was steam-heated 
from a coal furnace. 


RAPID SPREAD 

Once the flames took hold in the 
east section of the hotel, they spreaa 
rapidly and efforts of the volunteer 
firemen armed with sprays from 
three hoses were useless against the 
rapidly-advancing wall of fire. The 
hoses were hooked-up with the two 
we wells” and the water pumped 
out.

Sir Robert explained that Japan 
has ruined its own hopes in China 
by destroying the market which 
were captured instead of fostering 
them; has hostilized the frontiers, 
behind which its soldiers would 
have found security and has nause- 
ated, by cruelty and gross stupidity, 
the peoples whom it has been pre- 
tending to befriend.

The people 
of Thailand will take the first op- 
portunity of throwing off the\ Jap- 
anese yoke, and the Burmese wiil 
not be tempted to destruction dowa 
the “co-prosperity” road which 
Japan is dangling before their eyes 
as bait, he remarked. 

India’s answer to Japanese appre- 
hension is loud and unmistakable, 
for her peoples have known in the 
past the terror of invading hordes, 
Sir Robert stated. 


MUST REPULSE HORDES 

“It is for us to hurl back the ad- 
vancing toryent, and to save the 
world from a repetition of the un- 
speakable horrors wrought by 
hordes of Genghiz Khan and Tam- 
erlane. We must oppose the false 
ideology of Japan with simple 
principles implicit in the British 
constitution, stajed so grandly in the 
American Declaration of Independ- 
ence and re-stated in the Atlantic 
Charter and by Mr. Churchill and

Following is the text of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's fireside chat: 


. Washington's birthday is a most 
appropriate occasion for us to 
talk with each other about things 
as they are today and things as we 
know they shall be in the future. 

For eight years, General Wash- 

Ington and his Continental Army 
were faced continually with form- 
idable odds and recurring defeats. 
Supplies and equipment were lack- 
ing. In a sense every winter was a 
Valley Forge. Throughout the 13 
states there existed fifth columnists | 
~selfish men, jealous men, fearful 
men, who proclaimed that Washing- 
ton's cause was hopeless, that he 
should ask for a negotiated peace. 


MORAL STAMINA 

Washington's conduct in those 
hard times has provided the model 
for all Americans ever since—a 
model of moral stamina. He held to 
his course, as it had been charted 
in the Declagation of Independence. 
He and the brave men who Served 
under him knew that no man’s life 
or fortune was secure without free- 
dom and free institutions, 

the present great struggle has 
taught us increasingly that freedom 
of person and security of property 
anywhere in the world depend upon 
the security of rights and obliga- 
tions of liberty and justice every- 
where in the world, 

This war is a new kind of war. 
It is different from all other wars 
of the past, not only in its methods 
and weapons but also in its geo- 
graphy. It is warfare in terms of 
every continent, every island, every 
sea, every air-lane in the world. 

That is the reason why I have 
asked you to take out and spread 
before you the map of the whole 
earth, and to follow with me the 
references which shall make to the 
world-encircling battle lines of this 
war. Many questions will, I fear, 
remain unanswered; but I know you 
will realize I cannot cover every- 
thing in any one report to the 
people. - 
ENDLESS BATTLEFIELDS 

The broad oceans which have 


been heralded in the past as our 
protection from attack have become 
endless battlefields on which we 
are constantly being challenged by 
our enemies. 

We must all understand and face 
the hard fact that our job now is 
to fight at distances ‘which extend 
all the way around the globe. 

We fight at these vast distances 
because that is where our enemies 
are. Until our/flow of supplies 
gives us clear superiority we must 
keep on striking our enemies 
wherever and whenever we can 
meet them, even if, for a while, 
we have to yield ground. Actually 
we are taking a heavy toll of the 
enemy every day that goes by. 

We must fight at these vast dis- 
tances to protect our supply lines 
and our lines of communication 
with our Allies—protect these lines 
from the enemies who are bending 
every ounce of their strength, striv- 
ing against time, to cut them, The 
object of the Nazis and the Japanese 
is to separate the United States, 
Britain, China and Russia, and to 
isolate them one from another, 50 
that each will be surrounded and 
cut off from sources of supplies 
and reinforcements. It is the old 
familiar axis policy of “divide and 
conquer.” 

There are those who still think 
in terms of the days of sailing 
ships. They advise us to pull our 
warships and our planes and our 
merchant ships to our own home 
waters and concentrate solely on 

last-ditch defence. But let me 
illustrate what would happen if 
we followed such foolish advice, 

Look at your map. Look at the 
vast area of China, with its millions 
of fighting men. Look at the vast 
area of Russia, with ils powerful 
armies and proven military might. 
Look at the British Isles, Australia, 
New Zealand, the Dutch Indies, 
India, the Near East and the con- 
tinent of Africa, with their re- 
sources of raw materials and of 
peoples determined to resist Axis 
domination, Look at North America, 
Central America and South Am- 
erica. 


OBVIOUS POSITION 
It is obvious what would happen 


if all these great reservoirs of power 
were cut off from each other either 
by enemy action or by self-imposed 
isolation: y 

4—We could no longer send aid 
of any kind to China—to the brave 
people who, for nearly five years, 
have withstood Japanese assault, 
destroyed hundreds of thousands of 
Japanese soldiers, and vast quan- 
tities of Japanese war munitiuns It 
is essential that we help China in 
her magnificent defence and in her 
inevitable counter-offensive — for 
that is one important element in the 
ultimate defeat of Japan. 

If we lost communication 
with the southwest Pacific, all of 
thag area, including Australia and 
New Zealand, would fall under 
Japanese domination. Japan could 
then’ release great numbers of 
ships and men to launch attacks 
on a large scale against the coasts 
of the western hemisphere, includ- 
ing Alaska. At the same time, she

TURTLE POLICY 

4—If, by such a fatuous policy, 
we ceased to protect the North At- 
lantic supply line to Britain and to 

Russia, we would help to cripple 
the splendid counter-offensive by 
Russia against the Nazis, and we 
would help to deprive Britain of 
essential food supplies and muni- 
tions. 

Those Americans who believe 
that we could live under the Il- 
lusion of isolationism wanted the 
American Eagle to imitate the 
tactics of the ostrich. Now, many 
of those same people, afraid that 
we may be sticking our necks out, 
want our national bird to be 
turned into a turtle. But we prefer 
to retain the eagle as it is—fying 
high and striking hard. 

I know that I speak for the mass 
of the American people when I say 
that we reject the turtle policy and 
will continue increasingly the policy 
of carrying the war to the enemy 
in distant lands and distant waters 
—as far as possible from our own 
home grounds. 

There are four main lines of com- 
munication now being travelled by 
our ships: The North Atlantic, the 
South Atlantic, the Indian Ocean 
and the South Pacific. These routes 
are not one-way streets—for the 
ships which carry our troops and 
munitions out-bound bring back 
essential raw materials which we 
require for our own use. 


“WILL DO JOB” 

The maintenance of these vital 
lines is a very tough job. It is a job 
which requires tremendous daring, 


tremendous resourcefulness, and, 
above all, tremendous production 
of planes and tanks and guns and 
of the ships to carry them. And I 
speak again for the American people 
when I say that we can and will do 
that job. 

The defence of the world-wide 
lines of communication demands 
relatively safe use by us of the sea 
and of the alr along the various 
routes; and this, in turn, depends 
upon control by the United Na- 
tions of the strategic bases along 
these routes, 

Control! of the war involves the 
simultaneous use of two types of 
planes—first, the long-range heavy 
bomber; and second, lighter bomb- 

ers, dive bombers, torpedo planes, 
and short-range pursuit planes 
which are essential to the protection 
of the bases and of the bombers 
themselves, ’ 

Heavy bombers can fly under 
their own power from here to the 
Southwest Pacific; but the smaller 
planes cannot. Therefore these 
lighter planes have to be packed in 
crates and sent on board cargo ships. 
Look at your map again; and you 
will see that the route is long— 
and at many places perilous— 
either across the South Atlantic 
around South Africa, or from Cali- 
fornia to the East Indies direct: A 
vessel can make a round by elther 
route in about four months, or only 
three round trips in a whole year. 


JAPANESE ADVANTAGE 


In spite of the length and difficul- 
ties of this transportation, I can tell 
you that we already have a large 
humber of bombers and _ pursuit 
planes, manned by American pilots. 
which are now in daily contact with 


ee 
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cific. And thousands of American 
troops are today in that area en- 
gaged in operations not only in the 
air but on the ground as well, 

In this battle area, Japan has 
had an obvious initial advantage. 
For she could fly even her short- 
range planes to the points of 
attack by using many stepping 
stones open to her—bases in a 
multitude ef Pacific islands and 
also bases on the China, Indo- 
China, Thailand and Malay coasts, 
Japanese troop transports could go 
south from Japan and Chins 
through the narrew China Sea 
which can be protected by Japan- 
ese planes throughout its whole 
length. 

I ask you to look at your maps 
again, particularly at that portion of 
the Pacific Ocean lying west of 
Hawaii. Before this war ever start- 
ed, the Philippine Islands were al- 
ready surrounded on three sides by 
Japanese power, On the west, the 
Japanese were in possession of the 
coast of China and the coast of Indo- 
China which had been yielded to 
them by the Vichy French, On the 
North, are the islands of Japan 
themselves, reaching down almost 
to northern Luzon, On the east are 
the mandated islands—which Japan 
had occupied exclusively, and had 
fortified in absolute violation of 
her written word. 


JAP ENCIRCLEMENT 


These islands, hundreds of them, 
appear only as small dots on most 
maps. But they cover a large 
Strategic area. Guam lies in the 
middle of them—a lone’ outpost 
which we never fortified. 

Under the Washington treaty of 
1921 we had solemnly agreed not to 
add to the fortification of the Phil- 
ippine islands. We had no safe 


naval base there, so we could not! - 


use the islands for extensive naval 
operations. 

Immediately after this war start- 
ed, the Japanese forces moved 
down on either side of the Philip- 
pines to numerous points south of 
them—thereby completely encirc- 
ling the islands from north, south, 
east and west. 

It is that complete encircle- 
ment, with control of the air by 
Japanese land-based aircraft, 
which has prevented us from 
sending substantial reinforce- 
ments of men and material to the 
gallant defenders of the Philip- 
pines. For 40 years it has always 
been our strategy—a strategy 
born of necessity—that in the 
event of a full-scale attack on the 
islands by Japan, we should fight 
& delaying action, attempting to 
retire slowly into Bataan penin- 
sula and Corregidor. 

We knew that the war as a whole 
would have to be fought and won 
by a process of attrition against 
Japan itself. We knew all along 
that with our greater resources, we 
could outbuild Japan and ulti- 
mately overwhelm her on sea, on 
land and in the air. We knew 
that, to obtain our objective, many 
varieties of operations would be 
necessary in areas other than the 
Philippines. 


“SAME ESSENTIAL TASK” 


Nothing that has occurred in the 
past two months has caused us to 
revise this basic strategy—except 
that the defence put up by General 
MacArthur has magnificently ex- 
ceeded the previous estimates; and 
he and his men are gaining eternal 
glory therefor. 

MacArthur's army of Filipinos 
and Americans, and the forces of 
the United Nations in China, in 
Burma and the Netherlands East 
Indies, are all together fulfilling 
the game essential task. They are 
making Japan pay an increasingly 
terrible price for her ambitious 
attempts to seize control of the 
whole Asiatic world. Every Jap- 
anese transport sunk off Java is 
one less transport that they can 
use to carry reinforcements to 
their army opposing General Mac- 
Arthur in Luzon, 

It has been said that Japanese 
gains in the Philippines were made 
possible only by the success of their 
surprise attack on Pearl Harbor, 1 
tell you that this is not so. 

Even if the attack had not been 
made, your map will show that it 
would have been a hopeless opera- 
tion for us to send the fleet to the 
Philippines through thousands of 
miles of ocean, while ali those 
island bases’ were under the sole 
control of the Japanese. 


WIDELY EXAGGERATED 

The consequences of the aitack 
on Pearl Harbor—serious as they 
were—have been widely exagger- 
ated in other ways. These exag- 
gerations come originally from 
Axis propagandists; but they have 
been repeated, I regret to say, by 
Americans in and out of public life. 

You and I have the utmost con- 
tempt for Amerjcans who, since 
Pearl Harbor, have whispered or 
announced “off the record” that 
there was no longer any Pacific 
fleet—that the fleet was all sunk or 
destroyed on December 7th—that 
more than 1,000 of our planes were 
destroyed on the ground. They 
have suggested slyly that the gov- 
ernment has withheld the truth 
about casualties—that eleven or 
twelve thousand men were killed at 
Pearl Harbor instead of the figures 
as officially announced. They have 
even served the enemy propagand- 
ists by spreading the incredible 
story that shivloadseof bodies of 
our honored American dead were 
about to arrive in New York har- 
bor to be put in a common grave. 

Almost every Axis broadcast 
directly quotes Americans whe. 
by speech or in the press, make 
damnable misstatements such as 
these, The American peente real- 
ise that in manv cases details of 
m'iitary operations cannot be 
disclosed until we are absolutely 
certain that the announcement 
will not give to the enemy mill- 
tary information which he does 
not already prssess, 

Your government has unmistake- 
able confidence in your ability to

You must, in turn, 
have complete confidence that your 
government is keeping nothing 
from you except information that 
will help the enemy in his attempt 
to destroy us, In a democracy there 
is always a solemn pact of truth 
between government and the peo- 
ple; but there must also always be 
a full use of discretion—and that 
word “discretion” applies to the 
critics of government as well. 


PEARL HARBOR 

This is war, The American 
people want to know, and will be 
told the general trend of how the 
war is going. But they do not 
wish to help the enemy any more 
than our fighting forces do; and 
they will pay little attention to the 
rumor-mongers and poison peddlers 
in our midst. 

To pass from the realm eof 
rumor and poison to the field ef 
facts. The number of our officers 
and men killed in the attack on 
Pearl Harbor on December 7th 
was 2,340, and the number wound- 
ed was 946. Of all the combatant 
ships based on Pearl Harbor— 
Battleships, heavy cruisers, light 
cruisers, aircraft carriers, des- 
treyers and submarines — only 
three were permanently put out 
of commission. 

Very many of the ships of the 
Pacific fleet were not even in Pearl 
Harbor. Some of those that were 
there were hit very slightly; and 
others that were damaged have 

either rejoined the fleet by now or 
are still undergoing repairs. When 
those repairs are completed, the 
ships will be more efficient fighting 
machines than they were before. 

The report that we lost more 
than 1,000 airplanes at Pearl Har- 
bor is as baseless as the other weird 
rumors. The Japanese do not know 

just how many “planes they des- 
troyed that day, and I am not going 
to tell them. But I can say that to 
date—and including Pear] Harbor— 
we have destroyed considerably 
more Japanese planes than they 
have destroyed of ours, 
LOSSES SUFFERED 

We have most certainly suffered 
losses—from Hitler's U-boats in the 
Atlantic as well as from the Jap- 
anese in the Pacific—and we shall 

suffer more of them before the turn 
of the tide. But, speaking for the 
United States of America, let me 
say once and for all to the people 
of the world: We Americans haye 
been compelled to yield ground, but 
we will regain it. We and the other 
nations are committed to the des- 
truction of the militarism of Japan 
and Germany. We are daily in- 
creasing our strength. Soon, we and 
not our enemies, will have the of- 
fensive; we, not they, will win the 
final battles; and we, not they, will 
make the final peace. ; 

Conquered nations in Europe 
know what the yoke of the Nasis 
fs like. And the people of Korea 
and of Manchuria know in their 
flesh the harsh despotism ef 
Japan. All of the people of Asia 
know that if there is to be an 
honorable and decent future fer 
any of them or for us, that future 
depends on victery by the United 

Nations over the forces of Axis 
enslavement. 

Uf a just and durable peace is to 
be attained, or even if al] of us are 
merely to save our own skins, there 
is one thought for us here at home 
to keep uppermost—the. fulfillment 

of our special task of production.

We are calling for new plants 
and additions to old plants and for 
plant conversion to war needs. We 
are seeking more men and more 
women to run them. We are work- 
ing longer hours. We are coming 
to realize that one extra plane or 
extra tank or extra gun or extra 
ship completed tomorrow may, in 
a few months, turn the tide on some 
distant battlefield; it may. make 
the difference between life and 
death for some of our fighting men. 
We know now that if we lose this 
war it will be generations or even 
centuries before our conception of 
democracy can live again, And we 
can lose this war only if we slow 
up our effort or if we waste our 
ammunition sniping at each other. 


“THREE HIGH PURPOSES” 

Here are three high purposes for 
every American: 

1—We shall not stop work for a 
single day. If any dispute arises 
we shall keep on working while 
the dispute is solved by mediation, 
conciliation or arbitration—until the 
war is won. 

2—We shall not demand special 
gains or special privileges or ad- 
vantages for any one group or oc- 
cupation, 

3—We shall give up conveniences 
and modify the routine of our lives 
if our country asks us to do so. We 
will do it cheerfully, remembering 
that the common enemy seeks to 
destroy every home aid every {ree- 
dom in every part of our land, 

This generation of Americans has 
come to reallze, with a present and 
personal realization, that there is 
something larger and more im- 
portant than the life of any indi- 
vidual or of any individual group— 


something for which a man will 
sacrifice, and gladly sacrifice, not 
only his pleasure, not only his goods, 
not only his associations with those 
he loves, but his life itself. In time 
of crisis when the future is in the 
balance, we come to understand, 
with full recognition and devotion, 
what this nation is, and what we 
owe to it. 


AXIS PROPAGANDISTS 

The Axis propagandists have tried 
in various evil ways to destroy our 
determination and otr morale. Fail- 
ing in that, they are now trying 
to destroy our confidence in our 
own allies. They say that the Brit- 
ish are finished—that the Russians 
and Chinese are about to quit, Pa- 
triotic and sensible Americans will 
reject these absurdities. And instead 
of listening to any of this crude pro- 
paganda, they will recall some of 
the things that Nazis and Japanese 
have said and are still saying 
about us. 

Ever since this nation became the 
arsenal of democracy—ever since 
enactment of lend-lease—there has 
been one persistent theme through 
all Axis propaganda. 

This theme has been that Am- 
cricans are admittedly rich, and 
that Americans have considerable 
industrial power—but that Amer- 
icans are soft and decadent, that 
they cannot and will not unite 
and work and fight. 

From Berlin, Rome and Tokyo 
we have been described as a nation 

of weaklings — “playboys” — who 
would hire British soldiers, or Rus- 
sian soldiers, or Chinese soldiers to 
do our fighting for us. 

Let them repeat that now! 

Let them tell that to General 
MacArthur and his men! Let them 
tell that to the sailors who today 
are hitting hard in the far waters 
of the Pacific; let them tell that to 
the boys in the Flying Fortresses; 
let them tell that to the marines! 


COMMON CAUSE 

The United Nations constitute an 
association of independent peoples 
of equal dignity and importance.

We Americans. will contribute 
unified production and unified ac- 
ceptance of sacrifice and of effort.

creed or selfish politics. The Ameri- 
can people expect that much from 
themselves. And the American peo- 
ple will find ways and means of ex- 
pressing their determination to 
their enemies, including the Japan- 
ese Admiral who has said that he 
will dictate the terms of peace here 
in the White House. 

We of the United Nations are 
agreed on certain broad principles 
in the kind of peace we seek. The 
Atlantic Charter applies not only 
to the parts of the world that tor- 
der the Atlantic but to the whole 
world; disarmament of aggressors. 
self-determination of nations and 
peoples, and the four freedoms— 
freedom of speech, freedom of re- 
ligion, freedom from want, and 
freedom from fear, 

The British and the Russian peo- 
ple have known the full fury of 
Nazi onslaught. There have been 
times when the fate of London and 
Moscow was in serious doubt. But 
there was never the slightest quest- 
ion that either the British or the 
Russians would yield. And today-all 
the United Nations salute the sup- 
erb Russian army as it celebrates 
the 24th anniversary of its first as- 
sembly.

Chinese Can't 
Be Beaten Says 
Kai-Shek Advisor

BALTIMORE, Feb. 24.—(AP) 
—Russian resistance upset a lot 
of armchair strategists but didn't 
surprise the Chinese—they, too, 
had learned te exchange space 
for time. 

And Pearl Harbor jolled many 
milljons but not the Chinese—they 
knew more about world affairs 
than most people. 

For these things you have the 
word of Dr. Owen Lattimore, a 
scholar who has been Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek's personal political ad- 
visor for seven months, by assign- 
ment of President Roosevelt. 


LEARNED MANY THINGS 

Seven months at the General's 
right hand have taught Lattimore 
some other things, he said. 


That China won't stop fighting 
even if the Burma Road ‘9 cut, 
although this would take the pos- 
sibility of a Chinese offensive 
right out of the Allied future 
book;

He is going back to Chungking 
within two months, At the moment 
he divides his time between Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, conferring 
with officials at the capital and 
cleaning up his affairs in Baltimore.

“What the generalissimo told me 
to do.” 

He talked with Chiang and 
others and learned much about 
the complexity of China, But he 
was little inclined to say any- 
thing more explicit about his job.

Japanese to attack them at their 
own convenience,” 

How does China's dispatch of 
troops to what might be a bad job 
in Burma square off with a realistic 
war policy? 

“The move shows that the Chin- 
ese know there must be @ co-ordin- 
ated policy and that nations cannot 
stand on their own interests.

SLOW DOWN, BEAT JAPS 

“The Chinese have developed 
means of slowing down and beat- 
ing back any Japanese offensive 

on Chinese territory but the Chi- 
nese fronts are stable. The Japan- 
ese have overwhelming air and 
artillery superiority and hence no 
Chinese offensive is possible.” 

An open Burma road, he believes, 
will correct this, — 

Lattimore is warm in his praise 
of Chiang and of much-bombed 
Chungking. He says observers 
rate the raid defence organization 
there even higher than London's 
renowned blits fighters, 

“I lived in a house on the out- 
skirts of the town. And when the 
raids came I went to a shelter along 
with everyone else. Once while I 
was in the shelter a bomb fragment 
hit the house. 

“During the late fall and winter 
there are not many raids because 
the sun rarely shines through. A 
Chinese saying has it that ‘when the 
sun shines, dogs bark at it’.” 

One of the General's chief contri- 
butions, Lattimorg thinks, is along 
lines where the scholar’s words are 
underlined with authority—politics. 


JAPANESE SCANDAL 

“There has been a steady raising 
of standards in China throughout 
the war. And despite the Samurai 
warrior traditions of the Japanese, 
their legendary devotion to duty, 
corruption has spread to the high- 
est places. It's a terrific scandal.” 

Another factor in the political 
situation is the scattering of 
refugees throughout China. The 
mingling of refugees is slowly 
breaking down China's age-old 
provincialism, he believes. 

The thing China lacks is indus- 
trial might. Her new allies have 
it. That is why Dr. Lattimore 
thinks China is closer to victory 
than ever.

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Costs Determine Prices 


Mr. Gordon, chairman of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, has 
warned the public that a rise in the cost 
of living may occur “in two or three 
months”, The warning is welcome evi- 
dence that the Board does not believe 
itself omnipotent. It invites attention 
to certain factors which are operating 
to force prices upward despite control 
measures. One of these factors is in- 
creasing wages, which are being “‘lev- 
elled up” in Canada and are rising in 
countries from which we draw imports. 
Another is the increasing rates of 
carriage charges on goods brought 
from oversea places of origin, due to 
the acarcity of ships and the extension 
of the submarine menace to shipping. 
These, and many other, items which 
enter into the laid-down cost of commo- 
dities will force prices upward, despite 
anything the control board may do. 

So long as prices are kept in fair 
relation to production and deliver: 
costs, no proper fault can be found wit 
the Board, and there will be no just 
ground for complaint though hardship 
may be entailed to the consuming pub- 
lic. We can’t hope to have low prices 
and war-time costs of production and 
import. The most that can be asked 
is that balance be preserved, 


Paying And Receiving 


In the first, week of the campaign 
subscriptions to the Victory Loan to- 
talled $255,149,150. In one-third of the 
time allotted, more than one-third of 
the required $600,000,000 minimum 
was secured, But not enough more to 
put the outcome beyond question. There 
is still need that all who can spare the 
money buy bonds. 

A particularly satisfactory feature 
is that 225,407 persons and corpora- 
tions sent in subscriptions. Counting 
dependents, this probably means that 
a million Canadians have thus acquired 
a new personal financial interest in the 
course of the war, and a new 8afe- 
guard against need in the days to come. 
Many of these buyers had of course 
bought,bonds last summer or have been 
buying war savings certificates. But it 
is to be hoped a multitude have made 
their first investment in these securi- 
ties and will do so before the campaign 
ends. 

Every person living in Canada will 
have to pay taxes to retire these bonds 
and meet the interest on them. But the 
bond-buyer will have the great advant- 
age that what he must pay will be off- 
set by the money he receives for the 
bonds he holds. The more of our people 
are in that fortunate position, the less 
burdensome the post-war taxes will be. 

Buying a bond now is a way to pre- 
pay post-war taxes. 


Stalin Talks Sense 


Instead of celebrating the anniver- 
sary of the Red army with paeans of 
victory as expected, Stalin issued a 
statement warning the Russians that 
Germany is not aten and that “a 
stern struggle lies ahead.” 

The Soviet Premier thus adds con- 
siderably to his reputation abroad for 
good sense, Moscow evidently was all 

eyed up and ready to let go in a grand 
demonstration, and the intending joy- 
makers may be disappointed. But 
Stalin had the courage to blackout the 
party. with a sobering reminder of the 
facts. 

The Russian forces have fought 
magnificently and with great and en- 
couraging success. But the German 
army is not down and out, and there 
is no certain indication that the latent 
discontent in the Reich is about to ex- 
plode. Hitler will strike somewhere 
when spring comes, and he needs the 
Caucasus oil more than any gain he 
could hope for in other directions. 
Stalin is not overlooking the obvious 
conclusion, nor letting his army and 
war-workers overlook it. 

One favoring fact the statement 
does emphasize: “the disparity caused 
by the element of surprise no longer 
exists.” Hitler counted strongly on 
that factor when he launched his over- 
night blow at Russia. But it failed him, 
and the record of the war shows that 
nowhere have his forces fought so well 
once their opponents have recovered 
from the shock of their unexpected 
blow. 

In the subsequent fighting the Rus- 
sians ‘have shown that they are more 
than a match for the invaders. The 
have been inferior neither in general- 
ship nor courage. They may with rea- 
son count confidently on being able to 
repel any assault the enemy can bring 
against them—if they do not under- 
rate the power he can still muster.

furiously to gain possession of Burma, 
that choice is by no means remote. The

will do more to unify them than the hot 
discussions of three decades. 

Even Mahatma Gandhi counsels the 
Indian peoples to have courage—be- 
cause Britain has suffered many re- 
verses in the past and emerged success- 
ful, and will do so again. Gandhi, lit- 
tle as he likes British rule, knows, his 


non-co-operation agitation would get 


short shrift from the Japanese. Heads 
of the other parties doutbless see that 
their particular aims and programs 
would fare no better at the hands of 
the masterful Japs, and their still more 
masterful Nazi allies. 

If Britain loses India to the Axis, 
India will thereby lose any chance to 
evolve a system of self-government; 
it will take orders from Tokyo or Ber- 
lin—and obey them. Gandhi knows 
this, and the fact must be equally clear 
and equally impressive among India’s 
other political leaders and factions. All. 
out support for Britain is India’s one 
chance for home rule; for the chance 
even to go on trying to frame a self- 
government plan that would be toler- 
able to its eases hei people. 


Prime Minister Churchill has re- 
built his cabinet, as a few days ago he 
reconstructed the committee of minis- 
ters known as the “war cabinet”, With 
what results on the prosecution of the 
war, time will tell. The immediate re- 
sult is that the changes are likely to 
allay the storm of criticism which 
broke upon the government because of 
Successive military reverses. That in 
itself is important, for political disun- 
ity does not make for a solid front to 
the enemy.

Means Greater Co-operation

Prime Minister Churchill has revived 
confidence in his government by drastical- 
ly revising it. Whether criticism will be 
entirely stifled by the changes or whether 
future changes will be necessary to satisfy

sible to say at present. 

The fact to be noted is 
not so much the details of 
the change as that Mr. 
Churchill has shown 
himself big enough and 
adaptable enough to con- 
sent to change at all. 

The point that had 
aroused doubt about his 
administration was his

on, It was felt that any mind, however 
great, which could not adapt itself to the 
changing conditions of the war was a& 
dangerous mind to be permitted to con- 
trol the entire war effort of the Empire. 

It is no more than fair to say that this 
doubt has now been removed, 

Leadership 

Mr. Churchill has once again demon- 
strated one of the essential qualities of 
true leadership—the ability to co-operate 
with those who have something genuine to 
contribute to the nationa] purpose. 

Whether the Prime Minister is justi- 
fied, with all his heavy and manifold 
duties, in retaining control of the war's 
strategy is-another matter. 

The new confidence that surged out to- 
wards him from all parts of the Empire, 
this week-end, justifies us in believing 
that this duty too will be delegated when 
the proper man comes along.

Sir Stafford Cripps 

Of’all the new appointments, none has 
such great significance as that of Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps. 

A few weeks ago, I said jn this place 
that Sir Stafford Cripps was not a likely 
cabinet candidate because he did not have 
the confidence of the country. That was 
perfectly true a few years ago, a period 
upon which I based my information. In the 
middle 30's, his name was a political plat- 
form joke. 

The fact that he does manifestly enjoy 
the confidence of the public today is in- 
dicative of a change, not in Sir Stafford, 
but in the public, 

Cripps is a radical Socialist, leaning 
heavily towards Communism, 

His present enthusiastic endorsement 
by the British public indicates two things: 

1—That the British public is growing 
much more social-minded politically and 
the spectre of radical] social legislation no 
longer arouses that panic that prevailed 
when Sir Oswald Mosley was goose- 
stepping around in a neat black shirt and 
picking up financial contributions from 
dainty, hare-brained socialites in Mayfair. 

2—That the British public has come to 
a realization, as many of us have done, 


seems destined to play in this war. 
Link With Russia 


The significance of Cripps’ appoint- 
ment in the latter regard does not rest 
upoii his success as an ambassador to Rus- 
sia. As a matter of fact, a good many of 
the current comments appear to overlook 
the circumstance that his ambassadorship 
was somewhat of a failure. 

On his return to England, a few weeks 
ago, it was revealed that he had been re- 
ceived by Stalin only once during his stay 
in Moscow, It was pointed out, at that 
time, that the die-hard Communists were 
inclined to be more critical of moderate 
Communists, as Sir Stafford Cripps might 
be called, than of out-and-out Capitalists. 

Nevertheless and no matter: what 
tribulations Cripps had to suffer in Mos- 
cow, his appointment to the British cab- 
inet will establish a valuable link with 
Russia if for no other reason than that his 
attitude towards the Soviets is more ra- 
tional and tolerant than the attitude of 
many of Mr. Churchill's former colleagues, 

Sir Stafford does not approach the 
Russians as though they were queer beings 
who have forfeited the right to be called 
human. He understands what they are 
trying to do. He sympathizes with their 
alms if not always with their methods. 

His appointment to the cabinet means 
that Britain and Russia will begin to speak 
a language that in some respécts will be 
similar, 

His elevation indicates a change in the 
British viewpoint that many feel to be 
essential to the winning of the war. At any 
rate, it appears to mean the final burial 
of that worn and haggard ghost which 
Messrs, Baldwin and Chamberlain worked 
to death—the spectre of a Russia threaten- 
ing the world. 

This fantastic bogey was the most 
Ltn bit of nonsense in which third-rate 
political brains ever indulged. Postponing 
the realization of the menace offered by 
Hitler, it came close to wrecking the 
British Empire. 

It is responsible for most of the delays 
and muddling to which we have sadly 
fallen heir today. 


Russia’s Part 


It is impossible to estimate the part 
Russia may yet have to play in this war. 
Nor does a valuation of her role depend 
upon the continuation of her present suc- 
cesses. 

It is not unthinkable that Hitler may 
be able to get together an army that will 
seriously embarrass the Russian strength 
in the spring. It would be foolish to expect 
too much. 

But the point is that the Russian soldier 
and the Russian genera] have established 


themselves as an effective fighter and a _ 


master tactician respectively, 

No matter what the spring reverses 
may be, these facts will make Russia a 
continuing powerful factor in the war so 
long as she has a single division left, Her 
role, under any circumstances, must be a 
major one, 

There is still another fact that has not 
been widely discussed. That is the geo- 
graphica] circumstance which makes Rus- 
sia a natural defensive link between Eur- 
ope and Asia. With one foot in each con- 
tinent, she represents a unit of power that 
touches both major theatres of war. 

There has been no indication, so far, 
that Russia intends to declare war on 
Japan, But, whatever her policy may be, 
there are certain eventualities in the 
Japanese advance that cannot fail to in- 
terest her keenly. 

Possibly the Japs wil] not dare to make 
any aggressive moves on the Siberian 
frontiers, But any aggressive advance to- 
wards India will inevitably awaken her 
resentment, The Soviets may be able to 
afford to regard the menace to Siberia 
with equanimity, They cannot afford to 
have that region of hostility extended to 
any other portion of their borders. 

Russia plays a vital role. Anything that 
strengthens our accord with Russia is 
valuable to us. 

Mr. Churchill’s cabinet changes seem to 
accomplish that purpose. It is a far-reach- 
ing and momentous development.

British Columbia members, irrespec- 
tive of party, are seeking greater protec- 
tion for the Pacific coast. It would be un- 
just to regard these members as selfish, 
desiring protection only for the civilian 
population, There are vital war targets in 
the Pacific area—shipyards, airplane fac- 
tories, Trai] smelter, to name only a few— 
and there is a natural desire to guard 
them, 

Greater demands are constantly being 
made on the non-military side and these 
demands, if conceded, will alter the hal- 
ance of the 1942 plan. 

It has been made clear that the mili- 
tary experts are clinging to the 1942 army 
plan as recently accepted by the govern- 
ment and announced by Mr. King and Mr. 
Ralston, That plan is to increase our army 
in Britain by one division and one tank 
brigade. 

The expansion of the air force and the 
navy is not involved because it is regard- 
ed as essential. 

From present appearances much will 
be heard about the 1942 army program in 
the next few months and therefore the 
background is of interest. 


Mobilization Plan 


Many months ago,-in explaining why 
Canadian troops were being held in Eng- 
land, while British, Australian, New Zea- 
landers and South Africans were in action 
elsewhere, British authorities outlined the 
basic Commonwealth mobilization plan. 
This plan apparently had been drawn up 
td the military chiefs before the war. 

ey had decided that in the event of war, 
the Canadian army would proceed to Bri- 
tain and be used on the western European 
front. The Australians, New Zealanders, 
Indians and South Africans would be con- 
centrated in the Middle East, centring on 
Suez, and be used in the southern or 
southeastern front. 

This broad plan, of course, was based 
on the assumption that the enemy would 
be in Europe and that Japan would be 
neutral. So long as Japan remained neu- 
tral it worked smoothly. But with the 
entry of Japan into the war, the pressure 
for changes has grown, 


Resist Change 
The present difficulties arise because 
the generals are resisting change. It will 
recalled that Lieut, Stuart chief 


of the genera] staff, has declared against 
the movement of substantial military 
forces to the Pacific coast and it is under- 
stood that the antagonism to any large 
diversion of men to Australia is equally 
unacceptable to the experts, The generals 
stand by the original plan—to build an 
army in Britain, to help beat Hitler on the 
continent when and if the time comes. 
The generals seém to have decided to ig- 
nore the Far East. 

While it may be possible to ignore the 
Far East in a military sense, it is impos- 
sible to ignore it jn an economic sense. 
Nor is it at all clear that the military con- 
sequences can be ignored indefinitely. 

The rubber and tin shortages are the 
first of the economic consequences but by 
no means the last. Vast quantities of vege- 
table oils have been imported in the past 
from the East Indies and now these are 
cut off. The demand for equipment of all 
kinds particularly for airplanes and ships, 
has become increasingly urgent. 


Oil Shortage 
To meet the shortage in oils, the United 


States is diverting acreage from corn, oats 
and barley to soya beans. This means that 


, the United States will need feed grains 


from us and we already are under great 
pressure by reason of the increased British 
bacon requirements. The Ukraine is lost 
and Russia may need wheat. The change- 
over in acreage in the United States un- 
doubtedly will affect wheat production 


, there, but there js, as yet, no talk of ship- 


ping wheat to the south. 

foreover the Japanese have only to go 
a little further to make it virtually impos- 
sible for Britain to draw food from Aust- 
Talia and New Zealand. Again Canada 
would have to do her best to make good 
the deficiency. 

The agricultural industry, hitherto in 
substantia] part regarded as a war cas- 
ualty, is edging into the front line, and 
the Ottawa experts agree that the pres- 
sure for more production will fal] chief- 
ly on the west. It must be remembered 
that the best available estimate (Bureau 
of Statistics) places the number of farm 
boys taken into the armed forces at more 
than 100,000, Hon, J. L. Ralston, minister 
of national defence, in his speech on Feb- 
ruary 10, said: “. .. I freely admit there 
may be fault in that we have not yet 
taken measures to replace those who have 
come from the farms, by making more cer- 
tain that workers are provided to keep 
those farms in operation , . .” He indicated 
that something would have to be done in 


this regard. 
Production 


The increased demand for equipment 
and munitions is reflected in the govern- 
ment’s efforts to increase production. Mr.

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Advises Mechanized Army 


Japan 
Bombed From Canada Is 
View of Correspondent 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: All the really big ad- 
vances in the war seem to have been 
largely on land—Poland, Norway, France, 
Libya, Southeast Europe, Hong Kong, 
Malaya. 

The Pacific Bow! is our war centre and 
the sooner we in Canada and U.S.A. realize 
that the easier it is going to be to get right 
down to duty and properly adjust out- 
moded planning to the task. 

We are free to travel towards Japan Via 
Alaska if we have the mental energy to 
really attack the problem of making the 
military pathways to Japan. The only 
effective and efficient way left is by North 
Pacific waters and also by land at the 
same time. 

We should plan that the war is going to 
take ten years and arrange the task 
accordingly. We can go at the course in 
four motions: 

1—Build four parallel military high- 
ways 2,000 miles Edmonton rail-head to 
south-west Alaska via White Horse, Ken- 
necott, Valdez to Cook’s Inlet. From there 
we could attack Japan continuously bf air 
with a minimum of one thousand flying 
fortresses based in south west Alaska and 
ready to cover the remaining 2,000 miles 
to Japan without ceasing, 

2.—Build a Canadian mechanized army 
of the air 500,000 strong and cut out the in- 
fantry entirely in this mechanical age by 
this mechanically-minded people from 
Halifax to Victoria. We have been re- 
tarded everywhere by the infantry mind 
and that should be replaced by engineér- 
ing minds. . 

3. Build a tank army of ten Panzer 
divisions fully equipped from Canada. 

4.—Organize a North Pacific fleet to 
protect our coasts and establish advance 
headquarters in the south-west arm of the 
Alaskan Peninsula where at Cook's Inlet 
there is nearly a 100% absence of fogs. 

None of these moves can be effected 
under the petty puttering of the past two 
and a half years, We must change our 
smug ineffectiveness and put everything 
into winning the war and forget profits 
meantime. Our leaders are doing the best 
they know how but their best is not good 
enough for victories. This “too little and 
too late” program should be dropped and 
replaced by aggressive initiative through 
new ideas of leadership concentrated into 
a winning system.

The concentration of our army in Bri- 
tain may well give way to a wider plan. 
It has already been suggested by Mr, Han- 
son, opposition leader, that we send a 
division to the Far East, 
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Could Be Constantly + if intelligent, must agree that our religious

Marriage Bill 
Is Ready For 
Third Reading 


Bilt to permit a court to de- 
Clare one of the parties to a mar- 
rlage dead after he or she has 
been missing for seven years, in 
order to permit re-marriage of 
the other party, was approved in 
committee of the whole and re- 
ported to the legislature for third 
reading Monday. 

The bill, an act to amend the 
Solemnization of Marriage Act, was 
amended in committee by Hon. Dr. 
W. W. Cross, minister of health, by 
striking out a clause which also 
allowed dissolution of the marriage. 

Alfred Speakman, Ind., Red Deer, 
had suggested that this clause might 
infringe the federal divorce laws. 

Dr. Cross explained that the bill, 
as amended, did not legalize a sec- 
ond marriage but gave protection 
against a charge of bigamy. 
SECOND READING 

The legislature gave second read- 
ing to a bill to authorize municip- 
alities to invest surplus funds in 
Dominion Victory Loans and to 
validate an order-in-council which 
gave this authority in 1941. 

Introduced by Hon. Lucien 
Maynard, K.C., minister of mun- 
icipal afafirs, the bill was passed 
unanimously, Mr. Speakman 
stating the Opposition wished to 
assist ite “praiseworthy object.” 

It was hoped to give the bill 
third reading and obtain royal as- 
sent Tuesday, Mr. Maynard said, 
to enable municipalities to partici- 
pate in the present Victory Loan.

Refuse Removal 
To Incinerator 
Costly To City 


Removal of refuse now disposed 
of on city dumps along the river 
te the incinerator where tt could 
be burned, would entail an addi- 
tional cost to the city of approx!- 
mately $16,800 per year, City 
Engineer A. W. Haddow stated In 
& report submitted te the elty 
council at Monday night's meet- 
ing. » 

Mr. Haddow was reporting in re- 
sponse to an inquiry by Ald. G. 
Patterson, K.C., and Ald, Mrs. 
Clarke regarding the possibility of 
controlling the nuisance” arising 
from city dumps. 

DISPOSAL NECESSARY 

While admitting that the presence 
of the dumps may become some- 
thing of an inconvenience, Mr. Had- 
dow also submitted that the dis- 
posal of waste material in this 
manner was necessary for the pro- 
tection of a portion of the river 
bank. 

He pointed out that due to the 
soft soil and the high velocity of 
the river, erosion invariably takes 
place on the outer bank and ac- 
cretiongs on the inner bank at bends, 
The dumps, he said, are so situated 
as to provide a retaining structure 
to stabilize the bank. 

The length of the river bank that 
should be protected in this manner 
is about 3,000 feet and ig currently 
being filled in at about 200 feet a 
year. The dumps are located be- 
tween 600 to 800 feet from resi- 
dences on Jasper avenue east and 
are well concealed. The only an- 
noyance, he submitted, ig from the 
odor or smoke which only is notice- 
able when a southerly or easterly 
wind is blowing. While the dumps 
sometimes burn, especial precau- 
tions to guard against fires are 
rigidly enforced and supervision is 
effective from 8 am. to 11 pm. 
daily. 

CITY BENEFITS 
“We think that this method of 


waste-disposal is benefitting both 
the local residents and the city at 


large,” he said. “Undoubtedly if the | §: 


erosion was allowed to continue it 
would endanger the stability of the 
river bank and the houses adjoining 
Jasper Avenue East. 

In outlining the costs of carting 
the refuse away to the incinerat- 
or, Mr. Haddow cited local im- 
provement construction that 
could obtained for the same 
amount\ of money.

Council Not To 
Interfere With 
Fair This Year 


Contending that the holding of 
an exhibition and race meeting in 
Edmonton this summer was in no | 
way unpatriotic and would in 
some instances even be of direct 
benefit to the government, the 
city council decided Monday 
night to take no further action to 
interfere with the proposal. 

Discussion on the fair was re- 
opened when a resolution request- 
ing that the council reconsider its 
decision to hold the exhibition was 
submitted by the Edmonton Pres. 
byterial of the Women's Missionary 
Society of the United Church of 
Canada. 

The resolution stated that where- 
as the government has requested 
an all-out war effort, especially in 
regards to the purchase of Victory 
Bonds and war savings certificates, 
much of the money that could be 
spent In this way would be used to 
bet on horses and on midway at- 
tractions if present plans to hold 
the exhibition were carried through. 


TAKES EXCEPTION 

Ald. Sidney Bowcott took strong 
exception to the criticism of Ed- 
monton's patriotism in the debate 
on the resolution, Rather than de- 
prive the government of funds, the 
race meeting and exhibition, he 
submitted, would bring additional 
thousands into the coffers which 
otherwise would never be received. 

This money would come from 
taxes, such as the pari-mutuel re- 
turns, and would in fact be clear 
profit which the government could 
use as it saw fit.’ 


“It's no credit to people to buy 
Victory Bonds. It’s their duty,” 
he said. “Buying bonds !s an in- 
vestment, and a good one. The 
money fs merely being loaned to 
the nation and it will he pald 
back with interest.” 


He contended that while organ- 
izations had a perfect right to peti- 
tion the council on such matters, it 
was unfair to hang a patriotic motif 
on such representations. “We are 
just as patriotic as anyone and are 
doing our share,” he said. 

FEARS “BOYCOTT” 

Fear that the exhibition might be 
“boycotted” was expressed by Ald. 
G. Patterson, K.C, He declared that 
if the Exhibition Board wished oH 
continue with present plans, that 
it was up to them, and stated also 
that as far as Ottawa was concerned 
the entire responsibility for hold- 
ing the fair had been placed direct- 
ly upon the council, 

Majority of the aldermen, how- 
ever, were in favor of regarding 
the matter as a closed issue. “We 
might as well stop pin pricking. 
This matter has been settled and 

that’s all there is to it,” stated 
Ald. J. Ogilvie. Ald. Bowcott 
agreed and suggested that the 
petition requesting the matter be 
reconsidered had come too Iste. 

Mayor John Fry was of the same 
opinion. “I never was very en- 
thusiastic about holding the exhibi- 
tion and I still think it’s a mistake, 
but it's too late to do anything 
about it now,” he said.

HESE days every citizen with fighting blood in his veins would like 
to know what he could personally do in his own little way to pul 
more punch in our war effort. 


There are scores of vital services that supply an answer to that 
question, but after listening to laments from instructional officers in 
the army, navy and alr force it strikes me that there is one all- 
imporant job that many middle-aged or physically unfit men could 
help in, That job is teaching young Canadians how to shoot. 


\se of us who grew up on farms, none of which was fully equipped 
without a .22 rifle, a 12 gauge shotgun and 30-30 rifle, have had the idea 
that every Canadian kid knows how to shoot. However, the men who 
have the job of training recruits will tell you that a large proportion 
of the boys enlisting know nothing at all about rifles. Apparently the 
lads in the cities and larger towns get little or no opportunity to learn 
about firearms. 

Ex-service men who have had to teach rookies how to shoot and 
explain to them all the intricacies of elevation, windage, trigger pull, 
trajectory and so on, need no reminder of what a tough job such instruc 
tion is. It is doubly tough under the rush of modern training that re- 
quires the soldier, airman or sailor to know a heap more than his fight- 
ing daddy had to learn. Instructors generally offer a prayer of thanks 
when they come across a rookie who knows how to shoot,

F every boy in Canada were given an opportunity from the time he 
| was say 15 years old to practice shooting oMe night a week with a .22 
rifle on a range under the coaching of experienced men, a tremendous 
training burden would be lifted off the armed services and real lethal 
punch would be added to our fighting forces.

with a .22 calibre gun. 
Riflemen Are Still Deadly 


1ST now there are neither rifles, cartridges nor ranges available for 
J such advanced shooting for those not on active service, but it is an 
objective that might become possible in the Not too distant future. 


While all possible stress is being rightly placed on mechanization 
and the building up of deadly fire power through automatic rifles and 
machine guns, a soldier who can bow! over a Nazi or Jap in a split 
second at 300 yards adds a terrific punch to any unit. 


It is fairly safe to say that 15 expert riflemen could drop right around 
100 Nazis or Japs attempting to charge them from a distance of 300 
yards. That sort of fire will break up just about any kind of attack. 

With the brilliant success of the Russian guerrillas before us, the 
effectiveness of the rifle fire of General MacArthur's men in holding 
ofd the Japs, and the spread of jungle and guerrilla warfare throughout 
Australasia, it is hardly necessary to argue the value of knowing how

On Tax Arrears 


Suggestion that it would seem 
to be both discriminatory and un- 
Necessary to consider the intro- 
duction of rebates of penalties or 
discounts for payments of tax ar- 
rears, was contained in a report 
submitted to the city council 
Monday night by Thomas Walk- 
er, city assessor, 

The report which was drafted 
on the request of Ald. S. Bowcott, 
was received by the council as in- 
formation. 

In advising against the plan, the 
city assessor pointed out that it 
would be most difficult to distin- 
guish between persons who were 
unable to pay their taxes due to 
unemployment or illness, and those 
who might take unfair :

of such a scheme. 
FURTHER DIFFICULTY 

“Even if we were able to dis- 
criminate there would be great dif- 
persons 
should receive consideration and 
what extent of unemployment 
should be necessary to qualify,” he 
said. 

Setting forth other points unfav- 
orable to the plan, the assessor de- 
clared that a survey carried out 
by the American Municipal Offi- 
cers’ Association revealed that 
among the chief reasons for tax de- 
linquency were the lax administra- 
tion of tax laws; the absence of a 
graduated penalty or interest on 
delinquent taxes, and the passage 
of legislation which tended to put 
a premium on tax delinquency by 
cancelling penalties on accumulat- 
ed arrears and by attempting to 
reduce the principal sum outstand- 
ing.

layman calls a bilious attack. Such 
an attack indicates that the liver 
has not been able to take care of 
all the work heaped upon it. 

Some of the symptoms of bilious- 
ness are headache, mental depres- 
sion, coated tongue, unpleasant 
breath, nausea or vomiting, poor 
appetite, a tired feeling and a yel- 
lowish discoloration of the whites 
of the eyes. 

A bilious attack may frequently 
be shortened by using the follow- 
ing measures. Drink freely of water, 
using it either warm or cold, as you 
prefer. Start on a fruit juice fast, 
using an B-ounce glass of orange 
juice, canned tomato juice, canned 
pineapple juice, or grapefruit juice. 
Take a glass of the juice exactly 
every 2 hours, You may choose 
whichever kind of juice you desire, 
but you should use throughout any 
one day, whatever juice you start 
with in the morning. That is, if you 
begin with tomato juice, then use 
it the remainder of that day. It is 
all right to change to a different 
juice on the next day if you so de- 
sire. I would suggest that you re- 
main on the juice feedings for at 
least 5 days in order to get the real 
good which is waiting for you in a 
fruit juice regimen of this kind. 
You probably will be over the 
worst of your bilious symptoms in 
a day or two, but it is advisable to 
fast for the full five days, as this is 
a long enough period to produce 
appreciable results. A short fast 
will do some good, but you will not 
obtain the same benefit from the

Board, told a mass meeting of Ed- 
monton women in the Empire 
Theatre on Monday night. . 

A capacity house with represent- 
atives from almost every woman's 
organization in the city, heard Miss 
Sanders speak on the task that lay 
ahead of Canadian women. The 
meeting was presided over by Mrs, 
J. C. Bowen, wife of His Honor 
Lt. Gov. J. C. Bowen. During the 
evening, selections were heard from 
the Canadian Corps Association 
Fife, Drum and Bugle band, under 
the direction of Thomas Duguid. 

“For the first time Canada is 
asking you, as women, to assume a 
role that will demand clear think- 
ing, calm judgment and determined 
courage,” Miss Sanders told her 
audience, 

Inflation, she said, was the most 
dangerous enemy te the war effort. 
It accounted for much of the ruin 
and desolation on the economic 
front. “We, .as women,” she said, 
“must do our part, so that the econ- 
omic front may be maintained, and 
our men may return to a normalcy 
that is impossible under the ravages 
of inflation.” 


WOMEN DO SPENDING 


Miss Sanders explained that there 
were three million women shoppers 
in Canada, and that 85 cents out of 
every dollar is being spent by 
women. Thus, the government ex- 
pects women to do the major share 
of the work in the prevention of 
inflation. 


She pointed out that the. price 
ceiling plan is one of the most 
daring ventures any free people 
have ever embarked upon, and that 
Canadian women were making his- 
tofy in its operation. In the last

Steve Danchuk, Edmonton, was 
remanded on bail of $3,000 to 
stand trial in supreme court for 
the alleged wounding of William 
Rochon, beverage room worker, 
in a 97 street hotel, following a 
preliminary hearing before Ma- 
gistrate A. I. Millar, K.C., in city 
Police court Tuesday. 


Rochon testified that he was at- 
tacked and wounded by Danchuk 
last Thursday night just as he was 
leaving the hotel for his home. The 
fracas, apparently, was the after- 
math of a disturbance in the es- 
tablishment earlier is the evening, 
during which the accused had been 
forcibly ejected. 

After being “removed” to the 
street, Danchuk, witnesses stated, 
avowed, “He got the best of me, 
but I'll get him yet. I'll cut his 
throat”. He then is said to have 
waited until the beverage room 
closed and attacked Rochon as he 
stepped onto the street. 

The injured waiter told the court 
that he did not actually see the ac- 
cused with a knife in his hand, but 
that soon after he was attacked 
blood was streaming down his face 
and a later examination by Dr. Al- 
lan Day revealed that he had been 
cut once on top of the head and 
twice on the lower portion, close to 
the neck. 

The brim of his hat was also 
cleanly perforated, presumably, he 
said, as the first blow was struck as 
a rolled to the ground in the scuf- 

le. 

According to the evidence, Dan- 
chuk had on several occasions caus- 
ed disturbances in the hotel. When 
he entered the licensed premises on 
Thursday, Rochon ordered him out- 
The accused, it seems, offered re- 
sistance and had to be thrown out 

Although one of the wounds 
Rochon allegedly received in the 


altercation was one and a half 


inches long, he was not seriously 
hurt. The other two cuts were 
described as “jabs” and not serious 

Fred Jackson, counsel for Dan- 
chuk, requested that bail be reduced 
on account of this but Magistrate 
Millar, expressing the view that the 
use of a knife is a very serious of- 
fense, declined.

Dollars Defy Deleat 
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Struggle For Allied Victo 
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BATAVIA, Feb. 24. — Conservative estimates in local 
military circles of the duration of the struggle for Allied 
victory, which varied from two to five years when Singa- 


pore was immunized but still 
10 years. 

Should the Javanese Archi- 
pelago and Sumatra be lost, ex- 
perts most familiar with the ter- 
rain revise their estimates sharp- 
ly upward, 15 years being a per- 
fect possible ceiling. 


Such estimates are made by 
reckoning Japan's present lodg- 
ments and extended communica- 
tions against the formidable dif- 
ficulties of a running campaign 
from. barren northern Australia, 
once a rich garden land, Java, hav- 
ing been lost, and measuring at 
the most optimistic level the giant 
American production plans. 

Using as a basis his experience in 
the Balkan campaign both behind 
and before the German lines, your

The Japanese transport system, 
which brought big armored barges 
to the Straits of Johore upon the 
hour when the Causeway was 
broken, which has maintained an 
unceasing flow of bombs and avi- 
ation gas to new-gained airdromes 
well protected with ack-ack, has 
solved problems fully equal to the 
toughest of the Balkan and Rus- 
sian campaigns. 

CROSS MARSHLAND 

In taking Singapore the Japs sent 
10,000 men across marshland in the 
western quarter of the island which 
British troops had found impass- 
able. Their artillery is reasonably 
well directed; their mortar fire is 
imaginative and adaptable; their en- 

&ineers are quick and efficient. 

* Their double-enclosed pincer 
movement in 
has still not found a working an- 
swer, due perhaps partly to heavy 
British losses under ceaseless aerial 
attack, Their air reconnaissance is 
as highly developed as their sys- 
fem of espionage. 

The Australians, whose heavy 
losses In the attack on Singapore 
represent a problem more difficult 
to liquidate politically than the 
similar losses in Greece and Crete, 
were photographed by airplanes 
five hours without protection be- 
fore undergoing the all night 
bombardment, Saturday night, 


| which preceded the Jap landings. 

North from Java the Japs are al- 
most unchallenged in the air. Each 
of the few ships which run the 
Straits of Sumatra has been given 
acrial bombardment varying from 
75 to 125 bombers and reports from 
many still are unreceived 

Whatever the Americans may 
have been told elsewhere, the Japs’ 
Navy Noughts are fully a match 
for flying fortresses unaccompanied 
‘by fighter escort. 


FACING COSTLY WAR 

However unpalatable these 
truths and unmixed with such 
sophistical reassurances as were re- 
quired in your correspondent's dis- 
patches from Singapore to escape 
the charge of spreading “despair 
and alarm,” Americans must under- 
stand that a long costly war in which 
the Jap'’s forces must at least be 
trebled by Americans faces United 
States if Java is permitted to fall. 
Once forced back upon Australia 
the United States will face convoy 
problems in the Pacific which will 
make the Atlantic seem simple by 
comparison, 

Java can supply food for an 
army of 4,000,000 soldiers, even 
with European tastes, and wheth- 
er that army will be American or 
Japanese is for America to de- 
cide. The citizens of every smalt 
nation in Europe will be watch- 
ing to see how the last outpost of 
the small powers and liberty is 
held. 

The beginning of the fight for 
Java marks an hour of crisis for 
America, in the Far East, second 
Only to the declaration of war itself, 

With the successive setbacks to 
the British, Australians and Dutch, 
plus the delayed and meager nature 
of American aid, the emergency 
must now be reckoned in five ways: 

(1) In terms of how long the con- 
flict will be extended if Java is 
permitted to fall. 

(2) How much greater will be 
the American burden for the pro- 
secution of the war if Java is lost. 


CONVOY PROBLEM 

(3) The grave Pacific convoy 
problem if the Allies are forced to 
back up to foodless Northern Aus- 
tralia. 

(4) Whether political responsi- 
bility will be American or British, 


the jungle advance! or both, if defeats continue. 


(5) What will be the effect 
among the fettered small powers of 
Europe even temporarily wiped off 
the map. 

The Dutch, who have the most 
at stake, are setting the model 
for calm and phiegm and none of 
the comments herewith can be 

interpreted as a special pleading 
of their case which te already 
being separately heard by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in Washington, 

Any shortcomings in the defence 
of Java is bound to point the finger 
of neglect at United States inertia,

British bluff. This is because, be- 
fore the war, Singapore’s inade- 
quacy was fully recognized in non- 
British war circles in Washington 
and because Java's indispensability 
has been an inescapable corollary 
in Allied Far East strategy. In the 
light of this, opinion here deserves 
to.be fairly heard now, lest recrim- 
inations develop when jt is too late. 
In Australian, British and Dutch 
military circles here, but most 
markedly in American quarters, it 
is believed that the Churchill- 
Roosevelt conversations, first, and 
the current White House talks 
secondarily, have prepared the 
ground for possible loss of the East 
Indies as a tactical retreat justified 
by the exigencies of the Atlantic. 


NOTED WITH REGRET 

Absence of the Dutch from the 
Anglo-American war councils tn 
the White House fs noted here with 
regret by the representatives of all 
the powers. In some places, it is 
held as a straw in a southbound 
wind. In fact, the dispatch of 
American troops to Ireland was re- 
ceived here with marked, though 
unpublished disapproval. 

True, the political background of 
American involvement — remains 
veiled. At the same time, however, 
it is considered that further moves 
in the relations with the British 
Isles, while bringing the neglected 
South Pacific area into sharper re- 
lief, will also aggravate a situation 
which has made England a larger 
version of Salonika in the last war. 
Salonika then was called by the 
Germans “our largest prison camp.”

Berg, 8.C., Alexandra, said in a 
budget debate in the legisiature 
Monday. 

He declared he was in full agree- 
ment with the principles of the 
Social Credit government, “If the 
time come that I can't agree with 
those principles, T can't keep my 
seat a8 a representative.” 


DEFENDS BOARD 

Floyd M. Baker, S.C, Clover Bar, 
speaking also from the government 
side, said the Social Credit board 
had aided the expansion of Alberta 
industries, through encouraging 
purchase of Alberta-made goods. 

A member of the board and for- 
mer chairman, he defended the 
board's work stating that the 
money it used was well spent and 
brought good results 

Mr. Berg said that woman suf- 
frage had been brought about by 
the swelling tide of a movement 
that had been started by a few 
women and, in the same way, the 
monetary reform movement would 
grow from its present beginnings in 
Alberta. 

“I wonder when the women will 
get strong enough again to demand 
a change from the debt-creating 
system to a live-and-let-live sys- 
tem?" he asked. 

“I'm proud of Alberta,” he said, 
“She has started a movement that 
has spread to all parts of the 
world. All great things start from 
scratch.” 

A debt-free medium of exchange, 
he said; would enable re-establish- 
ment of ex-servicemen after the 
war 
CASE OF SOLDIER 

He cited the case of a soldier 
placed on a farm by the Soldiers’ 
Settlement Board after the last 
war. This man, he said, had been 
unable to meet his payments owing 
to sickness in his family, but he had 
broken 89 acres, paid $2,376 and 
now, owing $5,247, had been told 
to “get off the place.” 

Work -and- wages programs, he 
said, also were no solution. He 
said that on a WPA project in the 
United States, men were employed 
to excavate for a building with 
pick and shovel. This was to give 
them employment, he said, although 
the same work could, have been 
done in a week with a steam shovel 
which vas standing idle. 

“If we don’t want the benefits of 
science and invention,” he said, 
“why not do away with the in- 
ventors? Science and invention will 
never go hand in hand with the 
present financial system.” 


“OX-CART SYSTEM” 

Mr, Baker said he agreed that old 
age pensioners should have a higner 
standard of living and he felt that 
young people were not given the 
opportunity to demonstrate their 
abilities as the money system held 
them back. 

Grants for education could not be 
increased under the present set- 
up, he added. 

“Until we get this ox-cart money 
system streamlined,” he said, “we 
can't get the roads and the educa- 
tion we want.” 

The government, through the So- 
cial Credit Board. he said, had de- 
veloped a plan to inform the people 
of Alberta’s industries throuSh 
showing of natura] color motion 
picture films. Some industries, he 
explained, had previously closed 
down owing to lack of business be- 
cause they did not have the money 
to advertise. 

Manufacturers had co-operated, 
he continued, and one firm had 
increased from 85 to 112 em- 
ployees) Some had enlarged their 
plants, increased their staffs and 
some found it difficult to fill or- 
ders. 

One of the benefits of the plan 
would be to provide industria] oc- 
cupation for young men and women 
when the war was over. 


CANNOT WAIT 

Industria] development could not 
wait until the war was over, he 
said. 

Companies had co-operated glad- 
ly with the advertising program 
carried on by the trade and industry 
department in newspapers and with 
bill-boards, he said. Displays at the 
exhibitions also had drawn large 
crowds. , 

The work, he said, was beneficial 
both to the war effort and the poste 
war effort.

Annual “prison Sunday” of the 
Salvation Army, which has terri- 
torial headquarters in Canada, 
Alaska, Newfoundland and Ber- 
muda, will be held on March 1 this 
year. During the day the organiza- 
tion's officials will visit prisoners 
in all parts of Canada and territor- 
ial headquarters and hold special 
church services. 

Last year officials made 10,905 
visits to prisoners and police courts 
and eonducted 2,576 services. For 
four decades the Salvation Army 
has been carrying on this work and 
visiting prisons, reformatories and 
police eourts. 

During 1940 and 104) Canadian 
police forces handed over 2,798 pri- 
soners to the “Army” which re- 
stored these men to their homes 
and former employment or new 
work, according to @ report receiv- 
ed from Salvation Army officials.

even “worse than the war” unless 


elaborate plans for re-employment 
are worked out now, Ald. Parsons 
stated he admitted his plan was 
only a stopgap. The federal govern- 
ment would have to proceed with 
the major scheme. 


WORLD CHANGING 

His idea was to have the plans 
ready to hand to the government 
and then the onus would be on the 
federal] authorities, the alderman 
explained. 

Pointing out the world is chang- 
ing rapidly, Ald. Parsons declared: 

“7 want to warn you that these 
men (of the armed forces) are 
not going to come back this time 
to a couple of acres and a shack 
or a couple of acres and & cow. 
If we do not prepare for a better 
world than that we must be pre- 
pared for a peace that is much 
worse than the war.” 

Some af the proposals of Ald 
Parsons to meet the post-war de- 
pression in Edmonton are: 

Permanent, efficient street light- 
ing in all parts of the city; an am- 
phitheatre housing a hockey rink 
with a seating capacity of 10,000, 
and a public swimming pool, art 
gallery and gymnasium. 

Installation of sewers for surface 
and other drainage; beautifying ihe 
river banks inside the city limits: 
additional traffic bridge in area 
close to Low Level bridge; @ new 
market building; power plant ex- 
tensions, construction of subways 
under all steam railway tracks in 
the city; new power plant for the 
Royal Alexandra hospital; new 
garbage collection system, snow- 
removal system, comfort stations in 
downtown areas and other improve- 
ments, 

CIVIC REQUIREMENTS 

Ald. Parsons recommends that 
someone be appointed to study a 
survey of civic requirements and 
draw up a complete plan. 

Other aldermen, with strong 
support from City Commissioners 
Gibb and Hodgson, were emphatic 
in making clear that municipali- 
ties are going to make a desper- 
ate fight to avoid again resuming 
any responsibility for unemploy- 
ment relief, 

The discussion, which was never 
contentious, brought out some pre- 
dictions of “radical” economic 
change after the war. 

Ald. H. D. Ainlay stated the prob- 
lem of unemployment in the post- 
war world would not be solved 
short of complete nationalization of 
essential industries and resources, 
In other words, he advocated social- 
ization of the means of production 
and distribution. Ald. Ainlay is a 
member of the Co-Operative Com- 
monwealth Federation. 

MISERY OF RELIEF 

“When we had relief before I saw 
correspondence from the federal au- 
thorities stating it was cheaper to 
keep men on relief than undertake 
building programs,” Ald. Ainlay de- 
clared. Personally he never wanted 
to see the city go through the mis- 
ery of the relief years again, he de- 
clared. 

Urging that council make certain 
the federal government has the bur- 
den placed on its shoulders, Ald. 
Guy Patterson, K.C, declared he 
also wanted a change in the word- 
ing of one resolution that mentioned 
“our way of life.” 

“The young men who aé in the 
armed forces are willing to fight! 
for the destruction of Hitlerism 
but not for the way of life that 
many of them knew before the 
war. Many of them were on the 
breadline. They will fight for a 
new way of life,” declareg Ald. 

Patterson. 

The alderman observed that Ot- 
tawa was being forced toward 
socialism through centralization, He 
urged council to have plans ready 
because the machinery is already 
being set up, he contended. 


SOLDIER PROBLEM 

Commissioner Hodgson informed 
counci] the returned soldier prob- 
lem of relief ig already proving 
troublesome to the city. Families of 
many soldiers had established resj- 
dence here. Then when men were 
dischargd from the armed forces 
relief was claimed. In many cases 
the men were from distant places, 
the commissioner stated. 

The finance committee of the 
council has already approved of the 
plans for post-war construction, 


Ald Bissem stated.
